High Utility Bill 
The three persons who sit on the Public Utilities Com- 

mission of Ohio (PUCO) could find themselves out of those 

jobs after voting Nov. 2: Ohioans will decide whether the 


governor will continue to appoint tine three commissioners 
oF patie voters will elect five persons to serve on the 

Under the proposed constitutional amendment on the 
November ballot, the five will be elected at large. There are 
arguments flying back and forth from those who like the 
idea of electing PUCO members and from those who like 
the present appointment of them. 

At this point it is difficult to say which would work better, 
but for certain Ohioans are fed up with the continued hike 
in utility bills. Much of the public feel that alla utility com- 
pany has to do to get a rate hike is file papers with the 
PUCO. There is more to it, but regardless utility bills keep 
going up. 

Backers of the constitutional amendment claim electing 
PUCO members will force them to weigh public sentiment 
before acting on a rate hike request from the utility com- 
panies. On the other hand, opponents say this would 
simply allow utility companies to elect persons who would 
vote their interest because the companies would finance 
the campaign of persons who are-pro-utilities. . 

Because the PUCO determines largely how much we are 
going to be paying for utilities, the issue on the November: 
ballot shouldn't be taken lightly. How the vote goes could 
very well determine in large part your future bills for 
utilities. 

At the same time, how the vote comes out depends on 
whether you vote. You can only do so if you are registered. 

And if you are registered, consider what's at stake here 
before voting what's best for you. 


Future Of Schools At Stake 


The seven members of the Columbus Board of Education 
are faced with a decision that will affect this city for the next: 
few years, maybe even longer. The board must select a 
superintendent to take over for Dr. Joseph Davis. 

Two candidates are before the board: David Bennett, 
deputy superintendent of public schools in Milwaukee, 
Wis.; and Jim Hyre, superintendent of public schools in 
Canton, Ohio.

Is There No End To Tax Hikes? 


The often inappropriate retort “You don’t have to do 
nothing but die and pay taxes” seems more real than ever 
these days. Not only is the federal government planning to 
tax us more after boasting about a 30 percent personal 
income tax Cut, the state has already gone ahead and taxed 


us more and the city wants us to agree to taxing ourselves 
some more. 


In Columbus taxes are really becoming a burden. Citi- 
zens only last November agreed to pay more property taxes 
so the schools could stay afloat. Moreover, city officials 
want to tax us for something that they said they never 
would, the trash-burning power plant. 

City Councilman Jerry Hammond Says there is an alter- 
native to ripping off our paychecks once mofe. According 
to Hammond, the city can cut its operating budget across 
the board by five percent or less; charge a small fee for 
collecting garbage, and moving Revenue Sharing funds 
from the federal government to other areas. The plan would 
mean an additional $15 million for the city: But the .5 per- 
cent increase the mayor and other members of city council 
want voters to approve Nov. 2 would generate $30 million. 
Needless to say, city offiials would like to get their hands on 
the larger amount. 

These officials say if the income tax isn’t hiked from one 
and a half to two percent then they wi!! impose a property 
tax that will cost homeowners more. Either way, these offi- 
cials intend to increase taxes. It's a question of whether 
you approve it in the form of an income tax, or they approve 
it with a property tax. ; 

Hammond is convinced neither is necessary. We suspect 
he's right. But given the opportunity, who's going to turn 
poctly > million? City officials, as well as other public 
elected officials, shouldn't be so quick to look for the easy 
way out with more tax hikes. If they continue, one day 
they'll find themselves at a dry well, or even worse for them, 
voted out of office.

The.parents of an Eastside 


woman shot to death last 
month by a Yellow Cab driver 
are raising eyebrows about a 
Franklin County grand jury's 
refusal to take any action 
against the driver. 

Mrs. Doris Hughes, mother 
of Kimberly Harmon, of 1758 
Bar Harbour Rd., says: “Until 
the Lord tells me face to face 
that Kim actually did what she 


was accused of doing, I'll never. 


believe it.” 

Harmon, 21, was shot to 
death by Pauli Gaihoun, 23, a 
cab driver, when she report- 
edly wrapped a scarf around 
Calhoun's neck and tried to: 
strangle him. 

Calhoun said he grabbed a 
pistol on the front seat of his 
cab and fired five shots, until 
he was able to subdue Harmon. 
‘Harmon was pronounced: 


dead at St. Anthony's Hospital. 


Last week, a grand jury 


found no probable: cause to 


return an indictment against 
Calhoun, of 147 S. Cypress 
Ave. 
_ Mrs. Hughes describes the 
jury's ion as unfair to her 
and her family. She asks; “Why 
wasn't the cab driver arrested 
instead of confiscating the 
cab? How could the driver be 
pulling the scarf from his neck, 
and continued to keep the cab 
in motion?” 

She says no one contacted 
her until she read in the local 


paper that the jury did not . 


indict Calhoun. 

Mrs, Hughes reaffirms that 
her daughter was not violent, 
and that she can't believe how 
a young woman could over- 
power such a-.man like 
Calhoun. 

She also says if the cab 
driver had been black, he 
would have been jailed. 

Contacted at his home last
